2HONGKONG AND. THE WES 
: RIVER. 
~ PROSFECTS OF THE COLONY. 

There era very few still living whe can 
remember the controversy that was raised | 
in 1844 about tho ‘occupation. of Hongkong. 
‘There was no quostion as to tha desirability 
of acquiring such & station. The difference 
of opinion was as to~selection. We had 
ocoupied- and ned Chusan in the 
course of the operations that reaulted in the 
Treaty of Nanking, and not o few were 
found to argue that Chuean would fulfil 

—pour-ebject im-evory -way-bettér than -Hong- 
kong. Tt must be confessed that the latter 
was Dob them an eitractivaspot. Thore had 
been 440 deaths in 1843 among an cccupy- 
ing force of 1,626, whoreas there: had been. 
67 only in Chusan among sn ‘occupying force 
of 1,980. ‘The mountains, falling perpendi- 
cularly inte the sea, left but little space for 
building at their baso;’ Asa ‘commercial 
station it had, so: far,. been a decided 
failure.’ There had, tho Colonial Treasurer 
declared’ in--1844, ‘from the landing .of 
Captain Elliott in 1841 up to that moment, 
been no Chinese trode; no’ European or 
nativo orsft attracted hore for merecantilo, 
gain’ And his opinion of the ‘worthless. 
ness of tho rock was confirmed by tho 
incopability of fortifying the island at al- 
most any expense, even if 4 garrison could 
be. kept alive, or even if thora. were a neces- 
sity of defending anything or commanding 
aby port or pass of the slightest valué:’ His 
denunciations, however, failed of ctfect. The 
article of the Treaty of Nanking which 
ceded tho island of Hongkung:' te bo*pos- 
sessed in perpetuity. by ‘her _ Britannic 
Majesty, her heirs'and suctdisors;’ in order 
that ‘British subjects-should have -some 
port whereat they miay careen or refit their 
ships when required, and keep stores for 
that purposo,’-was upheld though a sup- 
plementary convention,” sigeed in 184, 
stipulated that Chusan ‘should never, be 
colod to any other foreign Power,’ and wo 
bound ourselves, ‘in caso.of an atinck by 
an invader, to protect Chusan and its de- 
pendencics.’ 

- It ig not a little curious to contrast the 
Hongkong of to-day-with the object of Mr 
Martin'sdiatribes. The.fevers, which wero 
ascribed to disturbance of disintegrated 
granite, have practically disappeared.
